“ lynch” and “ boycott.” It is moreover, 
a coincidence that, though a century 
divided the individual* who acquired 
such fortuitous im m ortality, they were 
both Galway men by residence or ex­ 
it act ion. 
Both, too, were compara 
tively obscure. 
Bapt. Boycott, the Anglo Irish land 
agent, found fame 
within easy mem­ 
ory 
merely 
at 
the 
first victim of 
a system of persecution that became 
a recognized weapon in the Irish lapd 
war. 
The name of Judge Lynch, 
a 
Galway settler in Virginia, was irr- 
piinted in the dictionary not a few 
years ago, like the other, but rather 
by a lingering tradition which, lik>> 
many others, was distorted by time 
and did not m ature and take root in 
its present sinister form till long af 
ter the death o f the supposed trucu­ 
lent American. 
( ’hartes Lynch, whose name is now 
synonymous with 
a 
barbarous con­ 
tempt for the crim inal law, was no 
wild, blood-thirsty Irishman, as even 
Americans 
often 
imagine, 
hut 
a 
simple, 
God-fearing 
Quaker 
and 
worthy gentleman; 
a deservedly re­ 
spected chairm an of magistrates in 
Bedford, a back county of Virginia, 
before the 
Revolutionary 
war, 
and 
late in that struggle colonel of the 
local patriot regiment. 
Instead 
of a 
ruthless executioner 
of 
T o n y parti- 
sons, as the vulgar tradition lias it, 
Lynch was, on the contrary, a m erci­ 
ful and ordinary soul. 
Even in those violent Dmes, when 
in 
the 
Carolinas 
and 
elsewhere 
“ Tories” and 
“ Patriots” were 
com­ 
mitting 
deplorable 
barbarities 
on 
each other, the record 
of 
Chnrlts 
Lynch, justice and colon*»!, was like 
that of the district 
which in* con­ 
trolled, 
free 
from anything of 
the 
kind. 
The Tories of the country, be­ 
ing in a minority, naturally engaged 
in schemes for reasserting the author- 
it y of 1 he crown. 
The leaders of one sip-h enterprise, 
after a long trial, were sentenced by 
Lynch 
to imprisonment; a relatively 
wild decree in the w ar wracked state 
of the country and the fierce division 
of parties, and mild indeed compared 
with til«' doing elsewhere. This was in 
1780, and the said Loyalists were fair­ 
ly convicted of making w ar on »he 
commonwealth 
of 
Virginia, 
then 
threatened by Cornw allis’ armies. The 
sentence 
was 
m orally justified, 
be­ 
yond a doubt. They took »heir chances 
like either side in a civil war, and pos­ 
sibly thought themselves fortunate in 
getting off so cheaply. 
Technically, 
the prisoners should have been sent 
for trial to the higher court of the 
stale, but 
Virginia then, under Je f ­ 
ferson, was quite disorganized by the 
Cornwallis peril and domestic dissen­ 
sion:1, so Lynch and hi> court had no 
choice but to settle the matter thorn 
selves. After the* w ar some of Lyn ch ’s 
opponents threatened a suit 
against 
him for what was technically an irreg­ 
ular proceeding. 
The state legislature 
however, of which lie was a burgess, 
took the m atter up and form ally exon­ 
erated Lynch from all pains and penal­ 
ties for such justifiable irregularities, 
at the same time complimenting him 
on bis action at a time of imminent 
peril. 
But the mere fact that a 
state 
legislature had condoned such things 
at a crisis had no little effect upon the 
minds of rude frontiersmen in after 
vears.- -Chambers Journal.

It Costs More to Haul by Motor Than 


By Horse. 


Reduced to simple terms, the com­ 
parative cost of hauling m aterial by 
horse cart and by auto 
truck have 
been worked out by the engineering 
department of the city of St. Paul, 
Minn. 
The final figures show that for 
anything up to a one-half mile haul 
the motor truck is more costly than 
the horse-drawn vehicle. 
Between one-half mile and one and 
one-half miles the cost is about 
the 
same, 
slightly 
favoring the motoi 
truck, however; w hile for any haul 
above one and one-half miles the mo 
tor truck is decidedly the cheaper.— 
World's Advance.

They Can Be Obtained From Ordinary 


Bundle Carriers. 


Handle* for sm all files and chisels 
can be made from the wooden part of 
(be ordinary bundle carrier. 
After 
the wire is removed and 'he hole plug­ 
ged, the tang of an old file should be 
heated red and a hole burned in the 
end of the handle to a depth not quite 
that desired for the tang. 
The tang should then be driven in 
tightly. 
Tlie fact, that the hole has 
been previously burnt will prevent the 
handle from splitting. 
Handles for 
larger files can be made by the same 
method from the handles of old pails 
and tubs.—-World’s Advance.
